Segway  cop  chases  chain  smoker  off  campus

The  UMass  LOL  police  depart¬ 
ment  released  a  statement  recently 
saying  they  would  begin  enforcing  the 
“smoke-free  campus”  initiative  after 
several  complaints  that  students  have 
largely  ignored  the  school’s  attempts 
to  discourage  smoking  on  campus. 
The  statement  said,  “Officers  will  uti¬ 
lize  their  T3  Patrollers,  or  three-wheel 
patrol  vehicles,  to  watch  for  those 
disobeying  the  smoke-free  campus 
initiative.  Officers  have  the  ability  to 
give  warnings  or  fines  to  those  who 
resist  and  peacefully  walk  students  to 
the  nearest  off-campus  location.” 

The  extent  of  the  T3  officers’  pow¬ 
er  was  revealed  last  Thursday  out¬ 
side  the  Health  and  Social  Sciences 
Building  on  South  Campus.  A  male 
student,  who  would  like  to  remain 
anonymous,  had  been  chain  smoking 
there,  ignoring  those  who  asked  him 
to  step  off  campus.  T3  Officer  Dan¬ 
iel  Roland  arrived  at  the  scene  with 
a  megaphone.  He  first  warned  the

student,  stating,  “This  is  a  smoke-free 
campus.  Step  off  campus  now  or  you 
will  be  escorted  immediately.” 

'.V  itnesses  say  the  student  respond¬ 
ed  only  by  blowing  smoke  towards 
±e  officer  defiantly.  The  officer  then 
accelerated  on  his  T3  Patroller,  order¬ 
ing  again  for  the  smoker  to  step  off 
campus.  A  crowd  had  already  begun 
:o  swarm  the  area  and  watched  as  the 
smoker  took  off  with  the  segway  at  his 


heels.  Emily,  a  UMass  LOL  student 
who  saw  the  chase  occur,  claimed, 
“The  officer  was  going  so  fast.  When 
he  drove  around  the  corner,  he  even 
drifted  and  touched  his  hand  on  the 
ground.  I  didn’t  even  know  a  segway 
could  physically  drift.” 

The  pursuit  ended  with  the  student 
finally  reaching  the  Broadway  Street 
sidewalk,  just  off  campus.  The  T3  cop 
stopped  immediately,  but  underesti¬ 


mated  the  vehicle’s  braking  abilities 
and  fell  off  the  side.

Steve  Harvey  swipes  Leo’s  Oscar

Beloved  Hollywood  star  Leonardo 
DiCaprio  had  his  highly  sought  af¬ 
ter  golden  statuette  rescinded  by  the 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  on 
Sunday  morning.  The  award,  which 
DiCaprio  supposedly  won  for  his  per¬ 
formance  in  “The  Revenant,”  was  tak¬ 
en  back  after  comedian  Steve  Harvey 
came  clean  that  he  had  not  read  the 


right  name  while  presenting  the  award 
during  the  88th  Academy  Awards.

‘Smash  Bros.’  release  patch  just  for  Bayonetta

Nintendo  turned  heads  in  the  gaming  scene  with 
their  most  recent  patch  for  Super  Smash  Bros  for 
Wii  U/3DS.  Commonly  referred  to  as  Sm4sh,  patch 
1.1.6  was  exclusively  for  the  character  Bayonetta. 
All  of  the  characters  moves  were  nerfed.  They  all 
do  less  damage,  have  smaller  hitboxes,  and  her  After 
Burner  attack  has  much  higher  knockback,  so  it  can 
no  longer  lead  into  an  extended  combo. 

Masahiro  Sakurai,  the  creator  of  the  Super  Smash 
Bros  Series,  demanded  the  patch  after  watching  a 
Youtube  clip  of  a  Sm4sh  player  performing  a  “0  to 
death”  combo  on  an  opponent,  where  Bayonetta 
began  her  After  Burner  combo  from  the  start  of  the 
match  and  did  not  let  the  opponent  respond  until 
his  stock  was  taken.  Sakurai  later  fainted  and  was 
rushed  to  a  nearby  Tokyo  hospital. 

Sakurai  issued  a  statement  on  the  patch  after  re¬ 
covering  from  his  ordeal.  He  intimated  that  he  nev¬ 
er  meant  for  this  to  happen  when  he  created  the 
character. 

“I  personally  apologize  to  anyone  who  has  lost  to 
a  Bayonetta,  in  tournament  or  in  friendly  matches,” 
said  Sakurai. 

The  patch  has  left  the  Sm4sh  community  divid¬ 
ed.  Many  have  applauded  Sakurai  for  his  attempt  to 
make  a  more  balanced  game.  One  player  who  has 
been  dropped  in  the  first  round  of  previous  tourna¬ 
ments  to  Bayonetta  mains  is  thankful  for  the  patch 
because  he  is  “winning  again.”  There  are  now  talks 


of  erecting  a  statue  of  Sakurai  outside  of  the  venue 
for  next  year’s  Genesis  Tournament. 

Several  top  players  have  expressed  their  gratitude 
via  social  media.  Recently,  players  including  Zero, 
Void,  Mr.  R  and  Rain  have  began  a  Twitter  handle 
#SheikIsTopTierAgain.  Mew2King,  a  prominent 
Bayonetta  main,  surprisingly  expressed  approval  of 
the  patch  as  well.  He  has  since  dropped  Bayonetta, 
and  is  unsure  who  he  will  bring  out  next  tourna-

ment.  “The  patch  didn’t  really  bother  me,  since  I  al¬ 
ready  main  every  character,”  said  Mew2King,  who 
may  pick  his  next  character  at  random. 

Not  everyone  in  the  Sm4sh  community  is  as 
pleased  with  the  patch,  however.  In  fact,  Bayonet¬ 
ta  mains  across  the  world  are  protesting  the  alter¬ 
ations  to  the  character.  One  former  Bayonetta  main 
has  been  quoted  as  saying  he  “wasted  his  $5.99  for 


nothing  now.”  Many  fans  of  the  character  have  quit 
playing  Sm4sh  for  altoghether  in  favor  of  a  “fair 
game,”  like  Super  Smash  Bros  Brawl,  where  for¬ 
mer  Bayonetta  mains  have  been  using  Meta  Knight. 
Some  have  even  resorted  to  learning  Fox  in  Super 
Smash  Bros  Melee. 

A  focus  group  of  Bayonetta  mains  recently 
grouped  together  to  test  out  new  top  tier  charac¬ 
ters  to  use.  None  were  well  received  by  the  group. 
Many  players  found  Cloud  to  be  a  “tough  character 
to  use.”  One  particular  player  said,  “Cloud  takes 
forever  to  take  stocks.  Final  touch  kill  at  like  90%, 
that’s  way  too  high.” 

Shiek,  a  character  many  feel  is  now  top  tier  again, 
was  also  unliked  by  the  group  at  large.  Shiek  has 
the  ability  to  engage  the  opponent  into  forward  air 
strings  that  results  in  a  lot  of  damage,  but  the  former 
bayonetta  mains  said  this  was  “too  difficult”  and  re¬ 
quired  “Melee  like  tech  skill.”  None  of  this  group 
even  played  Rosalina  and  Luma  either,  claiming 
that  she  did  not  look  cool  or  that  she  had  a  lot  of 
kill  power.

Unsatisfied  with  the  final 
appearance  and  ultimate  util¬ 
ity  of  the  McGauvran  Center, 
UMass  Lowell  has  decided  to 
tear  the  dining  hall  and  stu¬ 
dent  complex  down.

When  asked  what  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  McGauvran  ren¬ 
ovations  were  if  they  planned 
on  demolishing  the  building 
anyway,  the  official  respond¬ 
ed  with  “We  have  to  spend 
our  money  on  something!!!” 


But  another  source,  not  at 
all  associated  with  UML  of¬ 
ficials,  and  who  can  only  be 
referred  to  as  “Sweaty  Phil” 
due  to  wanting  to  remain 
anonymous,  detailed  more 
nefarious  reasoning  behind 
the  university’s  desire  to  dis¬ 
mantle  the  newly  refurbished 
student  center.

The  only  thing  that  excites  col¬ 
lege  students  more  than  alcohol 
is  the  mountains  of  debt  await¬ 
ing  them  post-graduation.  In  fact, 
around  20.2  million  American, 
young  adults  struggle  profusely 
through  college  so  they  can  join  in 
on  the  thrill  of  paying  off  loans  for 
the  next  15  years  of  their  lives.  Four 
years  cannot  fly  by  soon  enough  for 
the  masses  of  students  eagerly  wait¬ 
ing  to  sell  their  souls  to  the  work¬ 
force  in  order  to  pay  off  their  aver¬ 
aging  $30,000  worth  of  debt.  It  is 
generally  accepted  that  the  success 
rates  of  college  grads  at  paying  off 
their  student  loans  varies  greatly 
depending  on  the  degree  they  have 
earned. 

Art  majors  typically  find  a  way 
to  become  even  more  financially 
destitute  than  the  standard  college 
grad.

James  com¬ 
plains  that  “People  always  seem  to 
think  of  art  as  a  waste  of  time  and 
money  but  that’s  simply  not  the 
case”.  When  he  and  his  friends  are 
not  providing  affirmation  of  each 
other’s  work,  he  is  actively  judging 
non-art  majors  who  “just  don’t  get” 
his  unique  and  enlightening  life¬ 
style. 

James  explains  that,  though 
people  may  see  art  as  an  insignif¬ 
icant  aspect  of  society  and  more 
of  a  hobby  than  a  career,  the  hard 
work  and  dedication  that  he  has 
already  demonstrated  at  his  new 
job  is  something  that  most  people 
in  the  workforce  will  never  expe¬ 
rience.  “It  involves  a  lot  of  long 
nights.  I  always  wake  up  exhaust¬ 
ed  with  glitter  everywhere”.  James 
believes  that  glitter  could  prove  to 
be  the  most  stressful  aspect  of  his 
job.  He  also  claims  that  his  time  in 
college  and  degree  in  art  has  afford¬ 
ed  him  with  the  necessary  people 
skills  and  social  interaction  he  uses 
daily.  James  Torres  hopes  to  open 
the  eyes  of  those  who  witness  his 
unique  art  form.
